(8) "Student" means a person who is regularly enrolled at 
the college. 

(9) “Disciplinary action" means the warning, probation; 
expulsion, suspension, or reprimand of a student under WAC 
495 A-120-120 for the violation of a rule adopted in this chap- 
ter.

WAC 495A-120-020 Statement of purpose. (1) Bates 
Technical College is maintained by the state of Washington 
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for the provision of programs of instruction in higher educa- 
tion and related community services. Like any other institu- 
tion having its own special purposes, the college must main- 
tain conditions conducive to the effective performance of its 
functions. Consequently, it has special expectations regard- 
ing the conduct of the various participants in the college com- 
munity, 

(2) Admission to the college carries with it the prescrip- 
tion that the student will conduct himself or herself as a 
responsible member of the college community. This includes 
an expectation that the student will obey appropriate laws, 
will comply with the rules of the college and its departments, 
and will maintain a high standard of integrity and honesty. 

(3) Sanctions for violations of college rules or conduct 
that interferes with the operation of college affairs will be 
dealt with by the college, and the college may impose sanc- 
tions independently of any action taken by civil or criminal 
authorities. In the case of minors, misconduct may be 
referred to parents or legal guardians.

(1) Smoking is prohibited in all classrooms, shop areas, 
and the library and other areas so posted by college officials; 

(2) The possession, use, sale, or distribution of any alco- 
holic beverage or illegal drug on the college campus is pro- 
hibited. The use of illegal drugs by any student attending a 
college-sponsored event is also prohibited, even though the 
event does not take place at the college. The use of alcohol by 
any student attending such events on noncollege property 
shall conform to state law; 

(3) Engaging in lewd, indecent, or obscene behavior; 

(4) Where the student presents an imminent danger to 
college property or to himself or herself or other students or 
persons in college facilities on or off campus, or to the educa- 
tion process of the college; 

(5) Academic dishonesty, including cheating, plagia- 
rism, or knowingly furnishing false information to the col- 
lege; 

(6) The intentional making of false statements or filing 
of false charges against the college and members of the col- 
lege community; 

(7) Forgery, alteration, or misuse of college documents, 
records, funds, or instruments of identification with the intent 
to defraud; 
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(8) Theft from or damage to college premises or prop- 
erty, or theft of or damage to property of a member of the col- 
lege community or college premises; 

(9) Failure to comply with the direction of college offi- 
cials acting in the legitimate performance of their duties.

WAC 495A-120-041 Hazing. (1) Hazing, as defined by 
state law and this policy, is prohibited at Bates Technical 
College. 

(2) Consistent with state law, RCW 28B.10.900, hazing 
at Bates Technical College means any method of initiation 
into a student organization or living group, or any pastime or 
amusement engaged in with respect to such an organization 
or living group that causes, or is likely to cause bodily danger 
or physical harm, or serious mental or emotional harm, to any 
student or person attending a public or private institution of 
higher education or other postsecondary educational institu- 
tion in this state. "Hazing" does not include customary ath- 
letic events or other similar contests or competitions. For 
example, athletic activity such as playing soccer or baseball 
is not considered hazing. However, team initiation rituals 
could involve hazing and are prohibited. 

(3) At Bates Technical College a student organization 
includes a student association or educational program. Exam- 
ples of prohibited activities regardless of the location, 
include, but are not limited to: forced consumption of alco- 
hol or drugs, excessive exercise, activities which may 
threaten the health of the individual or compelling individu- 
als to engage in activities which violate the Bates Technical 
College Student Code of Rights and Responsibilities. 

(4) No student at Bates Technical College may conspire 
to engage in hazing. Conspire means to plan for or otherwise 
engage in hazing.

WAC 495A-120-042 Penalties for hazing. (1) Any 
organization, association or student group that knowingly 
permits hazing shall, according to RCW 28B.10.901, 

(a) Be liable for harm caused to persons or property 
resulting from hazing and 

(b) Be denied recognition by Bates Technical College as 
an official organization, association or student group on this 
campus. If the organization, association or student group is a 
corporation, whether for profit or nonprofit, the individual 
directors of the corporation may be held individually liable 
for damages. 

(2) A person who participates in the hazing of another 
shall forfeit any entitlement to state-funded grants, scholar- 
ships or awards for a period of at least one full quarter. 

(3) Forfeiture of state-funded grants, scholarships or 
awards to recipients engaged in hazing activities or imper- 
missible conduct not amounting to hazing may continue for 
additional quarters, up to and including permanent forfeiture, 
based upon the seriousness of the violations. 

(4) Violation of the state hazing law is punishable in a 
court of law. Hazing violations are misdemeanors punishable 
under state criminal law according to RCW 9A.20.021. The 
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maximum sentence for a misdemeanor is imprisonment in the 
county jail for ninety days or a $1000 fine or both. 

(5) Violations of the hazing policy are also enforced 
through the Student Code of Rights and Responsibilities - 
Grievance and Appeals Process, Hazing incidents should be 
reported to the vice president for student services.

(3) The crimes described in RCW 28B.10.571 and 
28B.10.572 shall not apply to any administrator or faculty 
member who is engaged in the reasonable exercise of their 
disciplinary authority. 

(4) Any person or persons who violate the provisions of 
subparagraphs (1) and (2) above will be subject to disciplin- 
ary action and referred to the authorities for prosecution.

Acts of dishonesty are 
serious breaches of honor and shall be dealt with in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

(a) It is the responsibility of the college administration 
and teaching faculty to provide reasonable and prudent secu- 
rity measures designed to minimize opportunities for acts of 
performance dishonesty which occur at the college. 

(b) Any student who, for the purpose of fulfilling any 
assignment or task required by a faculty member as part of 
the student's program of instruction, shall knowingly tender 
any work product that the student fraudulently represents to 
the faculty member as the student's work product, shall be 
deemed to have committed an act of performance dishonesty. 
Acts of performance dishonesty shall be cause for disciplin- 
ary action. 

(c) Any student who aids or abets the accomplishment of 
an act of performance dishonesty, as described in subpara- 
graph (b) above, shall be subject to disciplinary action. 

(d) This section shall not be construed as preventing an 
instructor from taking immediate disciplinary action when 
the instructor is required to act upon such breach of perfor- 
mance dishonesty in order to preserve order and prevent dis- 
ruptive conduct in the classroom. This section shall also not 
be construed as preventing an instructor from adjusting the 
student's grade on a particular project, paper, test, or class 
grade for performance dishonesty. 

(2) Classroom conduct: Instructors have the authority to 
take whatever summary actions may be necessary to maintain 
order and proper conduct in the classroom and to maintain the 
effective cooperation of the class in fulfilling the objectives 
of the course. 

(a) Any student who, by any act of misconduct, substan- 
tially disrupts any college class by engaging in conduct that 
renders it difficult or impossible to maintain the decorum of 
the faculty member's class shall be subject to disciplinary 
action. 
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(b) The instructor of each course offered by the college is 
authorized to take such steps as may be necessary to preserve 
order and to maintain the effective cooperation of the class in 
fulfilling the objectives of the course; provided that; a student 
shall have the right to appeal such disciplinary action to the 
director of student affairs.

WAC 495A-120-090 Campus speakers. (1) Student

program of the college. Although properly allowed by the 
college, the appearance of such speakers on the campus 
implies neither approval nor disapproval of them or their 
viewpoints. In case of speakers who are candidates for polit- 
ical office, equal opportunities shall be available to opposing 
candidates if desired by them. Speakers are subject to the nor- 
mal considerations for law and order and to the specific limi- 
tations imposed by the state constitution which prohibits reli- 
gious worship, exercise or instruction on state property. 

(2) In order to insure an atmosphere of open exchange 
and to insure that the educational objectives of the college are 
not obscured, the president, in a case attended by strong emo- 
tional feeling, may prescribe conditions for the conduct of the 
meeting, such as requiring a designated member of the fac- 
ulty as chairman, or requiring permission for comments and 
questions from the floor. Likewise, the president may encour- 
age the appearance of one or more additional speakers at any 
meeting or at a subsequent meeting so that other points of 
view may be expressed. The president may designate repre- 
sentatives to recommend conditions such as time, manner, 
and place for the conduct of particular meetings.

vided such distribution or sale does not interfere with the 
ingress or egress of persons or interfere with the free flow of 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic. 

(2) Such handbills, leaflets, newspapers and related mat- 
ter must bear identification as to the publishing agency and 
distributing organization or individual. 

(3) All nonstudents shall register with the director of stu- 
dent services prior to the distribution of any handbill, leaflet, 
newspaper or related matter. Such distribution or sale must 
not interfere with the free flow of vehicular or pedestrian traf- 
fic. 

(4) Any person or persons who violate provisions of sub- 
paragraphs (1) and (2) above will be subject to disciplinary 
action.

equipment, and when such commercial activities relate to 
educational objectives and are conducted under the sponsor- 
ship or at the request of the college, or the office of the asso- 
ciated students of the college if such solicitation does not 
interfere with or operate to the detriment of the conduct of 
college affairs or the free flow of vehicular or pedestrian traf- 
fic. 

(2) For the purpose of this regulation, the term "commer- 
cial activities" does not include handbills, leaflets; newspa-

(1) Any 
infractions of college rules may be referred by any college 
faculty or staff member to the director of student services or 
in his or her absence the senior vice-president. That official 
shall then follow the appropriate procedures for any disci- 
plinary action which he or she deems necessary relative to the 
alleged misconduct. In addition, a student may appeal disci- 
plinary action taken by an instructor or faculty member pur- 
suant to the provisions in WAC 495A-120-180. 

(2) The disciplinary official may take whatever action 
deemed appropriate within the framework of these rules. If 
the student concludes that any sanctions imposed are inap- 
propriate, the student may appeal to the student/faculty disci- 
plinary committee. 

(3) If a referral or an appeal is made to the 
student/faculty disciplinary committee, the committee shall 
hold a hearing, reach conclusions and may impose sanctions. 
If the student concludes that the action of the disciplinary 
committee is inappropriate, the student may appeal the matter 
to the president of the college. 

(4) The president of the college, after reviewing the case, 
may reverse, sustain or modify any sanctions which may 
have been imposed by the student/faculty disciplinary com- 
mittee. The decision of the president is final.

WAC 495A-120-130 Disciplinary terms. The defini- 
tions set forth in this section apply throughout WAC 495A- 
120-200. 

(1) Disciplinary warning means oral notice of violation 
of college rules. 

(2) Reprimand means formal action after censuring a stu- 
dent for violation of college rules for failure to satisfy the col- 
lege's expectations regarding conduct. Reprimands are made 
in writing to the student by the disciplinary official. A repri- 
mand indicates to the student that continuation or repetition 
of the specific conduct involved or other misconduct will 
result in one or more serious disciplinary actions described 
below. 
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(3). Disciplinary probation means formal action placing 
conditions upon the student's continued attendance because 
of violation of college rules or failure to satisfy the college's 
expectations regarding conduct. The disciplinary official 
placing the student on probation will specify, in writing, the 
period of probation and the conditions, such as limiting the 
student's participation in extra-curricular activities. Disci- 
plinary probation warns the student that any further miscon- 
duct will automatically raise the question of dismissal from 
the college. Disciplinary probation may be for a specified 
term or for an indefinite period which may extend to comple- 
tion or other termination of the student's enrollment in the 
college. 


(4) Summary suspension means temporary dismissal 
from the college and temporary termination of a student's sta- 
tus for a period of time not to exceed ten days which occurs 
prior to invocation of the formal hearing procedures specified 
in these rules due to a necessity to take immediate disciplin- 
ary action, where a student presents an imminent danger to 
the college property, or to himself or herself or other students 
or persons in college facilities on or off campus, or to the edu- 
cational process of the college. 


(5) Suspension means temporary dismissal from the col- 
lege and temporary termination of student status for violation 
of college rules or for failure to meet college standards of 
conduct, 


(6) Expulsion means dismissal from the college and ter- 
mination of student status for violation of college rules or for 
failure to meet the college standards of conduct for an indef- 
inite period of time or permanently.

The 
director of student services or, in his or her absence, the 
senior vice-president, may delegate this responsibility to 
members of their staff and they may also establish commit- 
tees or other hearing bodies to advise or act for them in disci- 
plinary matters. 

(2) In order that any informality in disciplinary proceed- 
ings not mislead a student as to the seriousness of the matter 
under consideration, the student involved shall be informed at 
the initial conference or hearing of the several sanctions that 
may be involved for the misconduct. 

(3) After considering the evidence in a case and inter- 
viewing the student or students involved, the director of stu- 
dent services, or in his absence, the senior vice-president, 
may take any of the following actions: 

(a) Terminate the proceeding, exonerating the student or 
students; 

(b) Dismiss the case after whatever counseling and 
advice may be appropriate; 

(c) Impose disciplinary sanctions directly, subject to the 
student's right of appeal as described in this chapter. The stu- 
dent shall be notified in writing of the action taken except that 
disciplinary warnings may be given verbally; 

(d) Refer the matter to the student/faculty disciplinary 
committee for appropriate action. The student shall be noti- 
fied in writing that the matter has been referred to the com- 
mittee. 

(4) This section shall not be construed as preventing the 
appropriate official from summarily suspending a student. In 
the event of summary suspension, the student will be given 
oral or written notice of the charges, an explanation of the 
evidence, and an informal opportunity to present his or her 
side of the matter. The student will also be given an opportu- 
nity to invoke the formal hearing process set forth in this 
chapter.

WAC 495A-120-170 Student/faculty disciplinary 
committee. (1) The student/faculty disciplinary committee, 
convened for that purpose, will hear, de novo, and make rec- 
ommendations on all disciplinary cases referred to it by the 
appropriate authority or appealed to it by students. The com- 
mittee will be composed of the following persons: 
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(a) A member appointed by the president of the college; 

(b) Two members of the faculty, appointed by the presi- 
dent of the faculty association; 

(c) Two representatives from the student council, 
appointed by the student body president. 

(2) None of the above-named persons shall sit on any 
case in which he or she has a complainant or witness, in 
which he or she has a direct or personal interest, or in which 
he or she has acted previously in an advisory or official 
capacity. Decisions in this regard, including the selection of 
alternates, shall be made by the disciplinary committee as a 
whole. The disciplinary committee chairperson will be 
elected by the members of the disciplinary committee. 

(3) The committee may decide that the student involved: 

(a) Be given a disciplinary warning; 

(b) Be given a reprimand; 

(c) Be placed on disciplinary probation; 

(d) Be given a suspension; 

(e) Be expelled; 

(f) Be exonerated with all proceedings terminated and 
with no sanctions imposed; 

(g) Be disqualified from participation in any school- 
sponsored athletic events or activities.

WAC 495A-120-180 Procedural guidelines. (1) The 
student, if he wishes to appeal, has a right to a fair and impar- 
tial hearing before the committee on any charge of miscon- 
duct. The failure of a student to cooperate with the hearing 
procedures, however, shall not preclude the committee from 
making its findings of fact, reaching conclusions and impos- 
ing sanctions. Failure of the student to cooperate may be 
taken into consideration by the committee in recommending 
penalties. 

(2) The student shall be given notice of the date, time and 
place of the hearing, the charges, a list of witnesses who will 
appear, and a description of any documentary or other physi- 
cal evidence that will be presented at the hearing. This notice 
shall be given to the student in writing and shall be provided 
in sufficient time to permit him to prepare a defense. The 
notice may be amended at any time prior to the hearing, but if 
such amendment is prejudicial to the student's case, the hear- 
ing shall be rescheduled to a later date if so requested in writ- 
ing by the student. 

(3) The student or his representative shall be entitled to 
hear and examine the evidence against him or her and be 
informed of the identity of its sources; and shall be entitled to 
present evidence in his or her own behalf and question wit- 
nesses as to factual matters. The student shall have all author- 
ity which is possessed by the college to obtain information or 
to request the presence of witnesses or the production of other 
evidence relevant to the issues at the hearing. 

(4) Only those matters presented at the hearing, in the 
presence of the student involved, will be considered in deter- 
mining whether the student is guilty of the misconduct 
charged but the student's past record of conduct may be taken 
into account in formulating the committee's recommendation 
for disciplinary action. 
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(5) The student may be represented by counsel and/or 
accompanied by an advisor of his choice. 

(6) Hearings conducted by the committee may be held in 
closed session at the discretion of the committee, the only 
exception being when the student involved invites particular 
persons or requests an open hearing. If at any time during the 
conduct of the hearing invited persons are disruptive of the 
proceedings, the chairperson of the committee may exclude 
such persons from the hearing room. 

(7) A majority of the committee shall set the time, place 
and available seating capacity for a hearing. 

(8) All proceedings of the committee will be conducted 
with reasonable dispatch and terminated as soon as fairness 
to all parties involved permits. 

(9) An adequate summary of the proceedings will be 
kept. As a minimum, such summary would include a tape 
recording of testimony. Such record will be available for 
inspection and copying in the office of student services dur- 
ing regular business hours. 

(10) The student will be provided with a copy of the find- 
ings of fact and the conclusions of the committee. The stu- 
dent will also be advised of his right to present, within ten 
calendar days, a written statement of appeal to the president 
of the college before action is taken on the decision of the 
committee. In the case of an unmarried student under eigh- 
teen years of age, written notice of any action involving dis- 
missal or disciplinary probation is sent to the parents or 
guardian of the student. 

(11) The committee chairman shall establish general 
rules of procedures for conducting hearings consistent with 
these procedural guidelines. 

(12) The president of the college or his designated repre- 
sentative, after reviewing the case, including the report of the 
committee and any statement filed by the student, shall either 
indicate his approval of the conclusions of the committee by 
sustaining its decision, shall give directions as to what other 
disciplinary action shall be taken by modifying its decision, 
or shall nullify previous sanctions imposed by reversing its 
decision. He shall then notify the official who initiated the 
proceedings, the student and the committee chairperson.

(4) Disciplinary action by the president shall either indi- 
cate approval of the conclusions by sustaining the decision or 
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shall give directions as to what other disciplinary action shall 
be taken by modifying the decision, or shall nullify previous 
sanctions imposed by reversing its decision. All appeals to 
the president shall be final.

WAC 495A-140-020 Limitation of use to school 
activities. (1) When allocating use of college facilities, the 
highest priority is always given to activities specifically 
related to the college's mission. No arrangements will be 
made that may interfere with or operate to the detriment of, 
the college's own teaching, research, or public service pro- 
grams. In particular, college buildings, properties, and facili- 
ties, including those assigned to student programs, are used 
primarily for: 

(a) The regularly established teaching, research, or pub- 
lic service activities of the college and its departments; 

(b) Cultural, educational, or recreational activities of the 
students, faculty, or staff; 

(c) Short courses, conferences, seminars, or similar 
events, conducted either in the public service or for the 
advancement of specific departmental professional interests, 
when arranged under the sponsorship of the college or its 
departments. 

(d) Public events of a cultural or professional nature 
brought to the campus at the request of college departments 
or committees and presented with their active sponsorship 
and active participation; 

(e) Activities or programs sponsored by educational 
institutions, by state or federal agencies, by charitable agen- 
cies or civic or community organizations whose activities are 
of widespread public service and of a character appropriate to 
the college. 

(2) College facilities shall be assigned to student organi- 
zations for regular business meetings, social functions and for 
programs open to the public. Any recognized campus student 
organization may invite speakers from outside the college 
community. The appearance of an invited speaker on campus 
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does not represent an endorsement by the college, its stu- 
dents, faculty, administration, or the board of trustees, 
implicitly or explicitly, of the speaker's views. 

(3) Reasonable conditions may be imposed to regulate 
the timeliness of requests, to determine the appropriateness of 
space assigned, time of use, and to insure the proper mainte- 
nance of the facilities. Subject to the same limitations, col- 
lege facilities shall be made available for assignment to indi- 
viduals or groups within the college community. Arrange- 
ments by both organizations and individuals must be made 
through the designated administrative officer. Allocation of 
space shall be made in accordance with college rules and on 
the basis of time, space, priority of request and the demon- 
strated needs of the applicant. 

(4) The college may restrict an individual's or a group's 
use of college facilities if that person or group has, in the past, 
physically abused college facilities. Charges may be imposed 
for damage or for any unusual costs for the use of facilities. 
The individual, group or organization requesting space will 
be required to state in advance the general purpose of any 
meeting.

(2) Religious groups shall not, under any circumstances, 
use the college facilities as a permanent meeting place. Use 
may be intermittent only. 

(3) The college reserves the right to prohibit the use of 
college facilities by groups which restrict membership or par- 
ticipation in a manner inconsistent with the college's commit- 
ment to nondiscrimination as set forth in its written policies 
and rules. 

(4) Activities of a political or commercial nature will not 
be approved if they involve the use of promotional signs or 
posters on buildings, trees, walls, or bulletin boards, or the 
distribution of samples outside the rooms or facilities to 
which access has been granted. 

(5) These rules shall apply to recognized student groups 
using college facilities. 

(6) Handbills, leaflets, and similar materials except those 
which are commercial, obscene, or unlawful may be distrib- 
uted only in designated areas on the campus where, and at 
times when, such distribution will not interfere with the 
orderly administration of the college affairs or the free flow 
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of traffic. Any distribution of materials as authorized by the 
designated administrative officer shall not be construed as 
support or approval of the content by the college community 
or the board of trustees. 

(7) Use of audio amplifying equipment is permitted only 
in locations and at times which will not interfere with the nor- 
mal conduct of college affairs as determined by the appropri- 
ate administrative officer. 

(8) No person or group may use or enter onto college 
facilities having in their possession firearms, even if licensed 
to do so, except commissioned police officers as prescribed 
by law. 

(9) The right of peaceful dissent within the college com- 
munity will be preserved. The college retains the right to take 
steps to insure the safety of individuals, the continuity of the 
educational process, and the protection of property. While 
peaceful dissent is acceptable, violence or disruptive behav- 
ior is not a legitimate means of dissent. Should any person, 
group or organization attempt to resolve differences by 
means of violence, the college and its officials need not nego- 
tiate while such methods are employed. 

(10) Orderly picketing and other forms of peaceful dis- 
sent are protected activities on and about the college pre- 
mises. However, interference with free passage through areas 
where members of the college community have a right to be, 
interference with ingress and egress to college facilities, 
interruption of classes, injury to persons, or damage to prop- 
erty exceeds permissible limits. 

(11) Where college space is used for an authorized func- 
tion (such as a class or a public or private meeting under 
approved sponsorship, administrative functions or service 
related activities), groups must obey or comply with direc- 
tions of the designated administrative officer or individual in 
charge of the meeting. 

(12) If a college facility abuts a public area or street, and 
if student activity, although on public property, unreasonably 
interferes with ingress and egress to college buildings, the 
college may choose to impose its own sanctions although 
remedies might also be available through local law enforce- 
ment agencies.

The board of trustees 
has determined that groups or organizations affiliated with 
the college should be permitted access to facilities at the low- 
est charge on the fee schedule which may include compli- 
mentary use.

(2) The college does not wish to compete with private 
enterprise. Therefore, the college reserves the right to deny 
applications for facility use when the administration and/or 
the board of trustees feels a commercial facility should be 
patronized. At no time will facility use be granted for a com- 
mercial activity at a rental rate, or upon terms, less than the 
full and fair rental value of premises used.

A single application 
may be sufficient for a series of meetings by an organization 
unless those meetings vary significantly in some substantive 
way; if so, separate applications will be required. 

(2) Upon approval of the application, an authorized rep- 
resentative of the using organization shall sign the rental 
agreement. By affixing a signature as representing the using 
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organization, the signatory specifies he or she has authority to 
enter into agreement on behalf of the organization and if the 
organization fails to pay the amount due, the signatory 
becomes responsible for all charges which may include inter- 
est payment for overdue accounts as specified on the rental 
form but not less than one percent per month. 

(3) Large events, events requiring expenditures on the 
part of the college, or where significant areas are blocked out 
for the renter, a minimum of up to fifty percent advance 
deposit may be required at the time of application. 

(4) The college reserves the right to make pricing 
changes without prior written notice. 

(5) Use of a facility is limited to the facilities specified 
on the agreement. 

(6) The priorities for facility use place primary emphasis 
on regular college events and activities. The president and the 
board of trustees reserve the right to cancel any permit and 
refund any payments for use of college facilities and equip- 
ment when they deem such action advisable and in the col- 
lege's best interests. 

(7) In the event of a cancellation of a facility use permit 
by the applicant, that organization is liable for all college 
costs and expenses in preparing the facility for its use. 

(8) Any admission charge is to be specified and 
approved by the college. 

(9) Organizations using Bates Technical College's facili- 
ties shall conduct all activities in accordance with applicable 
local, state, and federal laws including all rules adopted by 
the board of trustees.

(6) To protect students, staff, and state owned property.

(i) Parking in fire lane (may be towed if creating a safety 
hazard) 

(j) Parking in zone or area marked "no parking" 

(k) Speeding 

(I) Reckless/negligent driving (1) 1st offense - warning, 
(2) 2nd offense - posted rate (if paid within twenty-four hours 
fine will be reduced by one-half), (3) 3rd offense - fine tri- 
ples, (4) Any subsequent offense could result in loss of park- 
ing privileges on campus. 

(3) At the discretion of the vice president of business & 
finance, or designee, an accumulation of citations by a staff 
member may be turned over to a private collection agency for 
the collection of past due fines. Other appropriate collection 
procedures may be initiated as deemed necessary. 

(4) Vehicles parking in a manner so as to obstruct traffic, 
including access to and from parking spaces and areas may be 
subject to a fine and may be impounded. The expenses of 
such impounding and storage shall be the responsibility of 
the registered owner or driver of the vehicle.

(8) Persons may appeal the issuance of a citation. 

(9) In the event a student fails or refuses to pay an uncon- 
tested fine which has been outstanding in excess of five days, 
the vice president of business & finance, or designee, may 
initiate the following actions: 

(a) Student may not be able to obtain transcript of credits 
until all fines are paid. 

(b) Student may not receive a degree/diploma/certificate 
of completion until all fines are paid.

Bates Technical College is a state agency established and 
organized under the authority of chapter 28B.50 RCW for the 
purpose of implementing the educational goals established by 
the legislature in RCW 28B.50.020. The administrative 
office of the district is located on the downtown campus 
within the city of Tacoma, Washington. The downtown cam- 
pus likewise comprises the central headquarters for all opera- 
tions of the district. Field activities for the south campus, 
home and family life center, and business and management 
center branches of the district are administered by personnel 
located at those branches in Tacoma, Washington; all other 
field activities of the district are directed and administered by 
personnel located on the campus at 1101 South Yakima Ave- 
nue, Tacoma, WA 98405.

(4) All denials of request for public records must be 
accompanied by a written statement, signed by the public 
records officer or his/her designee, specifying the reason for 
the denial, a statement of the specific exemption authorizing 
the withholding of the record and a brief explanation of how 
the exemption applies to the public record withheld.

WAC 495A-280-010 General policy. Bates Technical 
College implements the policy contained in this chapter in 
compliance with the Family Educational Rights and Privacy 
Act (20 U.S.C. §1232g) and its implementing regulation (34 
CFR. §99). Briefly, Bates Technical College is required to 
provide students with access to their own education records, 
to permit students to challenge their records on the grounds 
that they are inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise in violation 
of the student's privacy or other right, to obtain written con- 
sent before releasing certain information and to notify stu- 
dents of these rights.

WAC 495A-280-015 Definitions. For the purposes of 
this policy, the following definitions of terms apply:

(2) “Education records" are defined as those records, 
files and documents (in handwriting, print, tapes, film, micro- 
fiche or other medium) maintained by Bates Technical Col- 
lege which contain information directly related to the individ- 
ual student. Education records include only the following: 

(a) Records pertaining to admission, advisement, regis- 
tration, grading, and progress toward a degree or certificate 
that are maintained by the registrar. 

(b) Testing information used for advisement purposes by 
the counseling center. 

(c) Information concerning payment of fees as main- 
tained by the registrar. 

(d) Financial aid information as collected by the finan- 
cial aid office. , 

(e) Information regarding students participating in stu- 
dent government that is maintained by the student programs 
office. 

(3) "Directory information" means the student's name, 
address, telephone number, date and place of birth, major 
field of study, eligibility for and participation in officially 
recognized activities, organizations, and sports, weight and 
height of members of athletic teams, dates of attendance, 
honor roll, degrees and awards received, and the most recent 
previous educational agency or institution attended by the 
student. Directory information may be disclosed at the discre- 
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tion of the college and without the consent of the student 
unless he or she elects to prevent disclosure as provided for in 
WAC 495A-280-070. 

(4) "Written consent" means a written authorization for 
disclosure of student education records which is: 

(a) Signed; 

(b) Dated; 

(c) Which specifies the records to be disclosed; and 

(d) Which specifies to whom disclosure is authorized. 

(5) “Personally identifiable" means data or information 
which includes: the name of the student, the student's par- 
ent(s), or other family members; a personal identifier such as 
the student's social security number or student number; or a 
list of personal characteristics which would make the stu- 
dent's identity easily traceable.

(a) College officials including college administrative and 
clerical staff, faculty, and students officially elected or 
appointed to the associated students of Bates Technical Col- 
lege senate or employed by the college. Access or release of 
records to the above is permissible only when the information 
is required for advisement, counseling, recordkeeping, 
reporting, or other legitimate educational interest consistent 
with their specific duties and responsibilities; 

(b) To officials of another school in which the student 
seeks or intends to enroll; 
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(c) To authorized federal, state, or local officials as 
required by law; 

(d) In connection with financial aid for which the student 
has applied or received; 

(e) To appropriate parties in a health or safety emer- 
gency; 

(f) To accrediting organizations to carry out their func- 
tions; 

(g) To parents of an eligible student who claim the stu- 
dent as a dependent for income tax purposes; and 

(h) To comply with a judicial order or a lawfully issued 
subpoena. 

(2) The college shall not permit access to or the release 
of education records or personally-identifiable information 
contained therein, other than "directory information," without 
the written consent of the student, to any party other than the 
above. 

(3) Education records released to third parties shall be 
accompanied by a statement indicating that the information 
cannot be subsequently released in a personally identifiable 
form to other parties without obtaining the consent of the stu- 
dent. The college is not precluded from permitting third party 
disclosure to other parties listed in (a) through (h) of this sub- 
section.

WAC 495A-280-080 Requests for corrections, hear- 
ings, adding statements to education records. Students 
have the right to request to have records corrected that they 
believe are inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of their pri- 
vacy rights. Following are the procedures for the correction 
of records: 

(1) A student must submit a written request to amend his 
or her education record to the appropriate college official 
responsible for the custody of the record as designated in 
WAC 495A-280-110. The request must identify the part of 
the record he/she wants changed and specify why the record 
is believed to be inaccurate, misleading or in violation of his 
or her privacy or other rights. 

(2) A student whose request for amendment of his or her 
education record has been denied may request a hearing by 
submitting a written request to the director of student services 
within ten days following the denial. The written request 
must be signed by the student and shall indicate the reasons 
why the records should be amended. The director of student 
services shall notify the student of the hearing within thirty 
days after receipt of a properly filed request. In no case will 
the notification be less than ten days in advance of the date, 
time and place of the hearing. 
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(3) The hearing shall be a brief adjudicative proceeding 
as provided in RCW 34.05.482 and 34.05.485 through 
34,05.494 and shall be conducted by the student services or 
other appropriate committee (the chair of the committee shall 
be an official of the college who does not have a direct inter- 
est in the outcome of the hearing). At the hearing, the student 
shall be afforded a full and fair opportunity to present evi- 
dence relevant to the issues raised in the original request to 
amend the student's education records. The student may be 
assisted by one or more individuals, including an attorney, at 
the student's expense. 

(4) The student services or other appropriate committee 
will prepare a written decision, within thirty days after the 
conclusion of the hearing, based solely on the evidence pre- 
sented at the hearing. The decision will include a summary of 
the evidence presented and the reasons for the decision. A 
copy of the decision shall be made available to the student. 

(5) If the student services or other appropriate committee 
decides the information is inaccurate, misleading, or in viola- 
tion of the student's right of privacy, the custodian of the 
record will amend the record and notify the student, in writ- 
ing, that the record has been amended. 

(6) If the student services or other appropriate committee 
decides that the challenged information is not inaccurate, 
misleading, or in violation of the student's right of privacy, 
the committee will notify the student in writing that the stu- 
dent has a right to place in the record a rebuttal statement 
commenting on the challenged information and/or a state- 
ment setting forth reasons for disagreeing with the decision. 

(7) The student's rebuttal statement will be maintained as 
part of the student's education records as long as the contested 
portion is maintained. If the contested portion of the educa- 
tion record is disclosed, the statement will also be disclosed.
